37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner respectfully noted that this interview, after final 
rejection, is the third interview granted in this round of prosecution. Applicant argued that the publication of Paik was 
not applicable to the instant application, and so did not support the Written Description rejection under 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph. The examiner stated that the invention as claimed does not reflect such a difference. Applicant stated 
that support for the difference in the claimed invention from the methods reviewed by Paik finds support in the 
specification as filed. Applicant argued that the claimed invention differed from that taught by Muraca. The examiner 
respectfully maintained the rejection, stating that applicant argues limitations not found in the claims. Therefore, the 
rejection under 35 USC 103(a) is maintained. 
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
